Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations, 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alengside his home- 
stead.. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in cach of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
cequired to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must. reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

In addition to tnis 
on the same day that the Premier 
passed his confiscation, he also pass- 
ed anotherbill empowering him to 
borrow $7,400,000 in anticipation of 
the timfe when he would get the A. 
& G. W. money. On this amount 
also we are paying interest, and the 
money with which to pay this tem- 
porary loan, the A. & G. W. money, 
is denied’ the Premier by the decision 
of the Privy Council.

HENRY JAMIESON DISCUSSES 
EQUALIZED FREIGHT RATES. 


To the Editor. 

Dear Sir,—The following is a copy 
of a resolution from Burnt Lake 
Union of the U.F.A., of which I am 
the author, and which was passed at 
the annual convention of the United 
Farmers’ of Alberta, held in Cal- 
gary o1 January 2lst to 23rd, with- 
out a dissenting vote: _ 

‘‘ Resolved, that the executive be 
and are hereby instrueted to take 
up with the Dominion Government, 
and the Alberta Government as well, 
the matter of equalizing the freight 
rates between the cast and west on 
the postal system, and that the pro- 
rated freight rate be extended to all 
countries who have joined the Postal 
Union with the Dominion if they 
wish to do so. 

This resolution, you will note, in- 
structs the executive officers of the 
U.F.A. to take up with the Dom- 
inion and Alberta Governments the 
matter of equglieing freight rates be- 
tween Eastern and Western Canada 
on the principle of postal systems. 

Since I came west I have had ex- 
perience with the Co-operative 
Creameries which were worked out 
on the same prineiple as the postal 
system, by which a two cent stamp 
carries a letter from any part of the 
British Empire to any part of the 
United States. If the Americans 
would join us in a freight union on 
the same basis as the present Inter- 
national Postal Union, the universal 
freight rate would work out equally 
as well. In the operation of the Co- 
operative Creamery, which I mention, 
it costs me, living-right beside the 
creamery, just as much to hyve my 
cream made into butter as it does 
the man who lives fifteen or twenty 
miles away, yet I am a holder of 
shares in the Ked Deer Co-operative 
Creamery, worth today double par 
value, and am an owner in that 
property in proportion to the shares 
I hold. 

If the Dominion Government in- 
structs the Railway Commission to 
estimate the whole cost of transpor- 
tation for the Dominion on — all 
freight. handled in, say, one year, and 
pro-rates it as the U.F.A. have done 
at their convention for the last few 
years, the problem of equalized 
freight rates will at once be solved. 
For instance, our delegates to the 
U.F.A. convention come from every 
part of the province, yet, by pooling 


our transportation, the delegates 
who live the farthest away from Cal- 
gary pay no more to come to the 
corvention than the man who lives 
five miles from Calgary. 

This is no mere theory. It is the 
principle which is in practice now, 


and has been for many years in our 
postal system, and which treats 
everyone who uses the postal service 
on equal terms. Those who do not 
use the postal service do not have 
to pay. The same principle is in 
force in most countries where there 
is a pareel post system, whereby 
there is a universal flat rate. To 
change the flat rate would be to 
destroy the policy, but to increase 
the weight on parcels and provide 
express room to carry them, would 
be, as Chairman Drayton of the Rail- 
way Commission puts it, construct- 
ive policv. The adoption of the prin- 
ciple of our postal system in our 
freight system would equalize — the 
cost of living throughout Canada, 
and would compel free trade. This 
system of equalizing freight rates 
will not take from any transporta- 
tion company any more of — their 
earnings than does the present sys- 
tem; and if it is generally under- 
stood, | thoroughly believe it will 
receive general support among the 
people.

SHYS. INDUSTRY. 
IS HAMPERED 


{f'lron and Stee! Plants are to Extend 
Present Schedules Must 
be Overhauled 


~ — 


It 18 generally recognized that iron 
and steel are the basic industries of 
Canada. Think for a moment of the 
great variety of articles into whose 
manufacture iron or steel enters. The 
following despatch, therefore, to the 
Globe, from Sault Ste. Marie giving 
a statement of T. J. Drummond of the 
Lake Superior Corporation i of in- 
terest: 

“In regard to further extensions, [ 
may say that we have had under con- 
sideration certain extensions of our 
jron and steel plant, but we have de- 
cided to postpone definite action in 
the meantime, pending possible con- 
sideration and action of the Dominion 
Government in regard to the iron and 
steel tariff. 

“The existing tariff in fron and 
steel is so torn up by special dispen- 
sations, exemptions and rebates, that 
the progress of the industry is re 
tarded, and in many cases made pb- 
solutely impossible. Under the exist- 
ing tariff we are encouraged to munu- 
facture in small lines, giving sinall 
tonnage, and then discouraged in pro- 
gression into the manufacture of 
heavier sections, which give larger 
tonnage. In other cases industries 
are practically bonused to nurchase 
their pig iron, merchant st2el, etc., 
abroad, and so in one way and an- 
other the industry is hampered, and 
the tariff is in many cases yy these 
exemptions made absolutely illogical 
and inconsistent. 

“If the iron and steel inéustry is 
to go forward this tariff must be over- 
hauled, and such matters as | have 
referred to must be dealt with in a 
common sense manner, and especially 
in connection with pig iron, merchant 
mill products and'structural sieel. At 
present practically one million tons of 
iron and steel are annuall; being 
brought into the country, end the 
bulk of this tonnage could and should 
be made in Canada. We pliced our 
case betore the Gevornment during 
the last session of Parliament, and 
we are hoping that something ‘may 
be done this session, but pending the 
outcome of what consideration the 
Government is giving to our case, Wa 
can only mark time, and hope that 
such action will be taken as will war. 
rant us in going ahead with the ex 
tensions we have in view.”

PROVE THE BLIND SPO 


Experiment at Home and Convinc 
Yourself of This 


In every cye there is a little sp 
that is totally blind. Young eyes, o: 
eyes, sharp cyes, dull eyes, blue, brow 
or black eyes—all of them, even ta 
most perfect, have in each retina 
little round cpot which is wholly bifn« 
both to brightness and color. Th 
spot is located just at the point wher 
the optic nerve centers, and is approx 
mately one-twelfth of an inch wicc 

Several interesting experiments ca 
be made to prove the presence of thi 
blind spot. For example, cover th 
right eye with the handeor a bandag: 
and gaze with the left eye steadii; 
at a point on the wall or screen abot 
seven feet distant. Let another per 
son be seated against the wall on you, 
left-hand side in such a position tha 
his forehead is on a tevel with th 
point at which you are gazing and h't 
nearer cheek about twenty inches dis 
tant from it. Do not turn your eye 
ball, but gaze steadily, as at first, anc 
his face will entirely disappear, anc 
the wall will seem to be perfectl: 
blank. If you spread a sheet of pape’ 
on the wall and note the joints a 
which a pencil moved back and fort! 
by another person appears and dis 
appears, you will be able to make a: 
accurate map of the blind spot as pro 
jected on the wall. 

Another experiment is performed b: 
painting nine large letters in threc 
vertical columns of three letters each 
upon a sheet of paper. Hold the 
paper at such a distance and in sucl 
a position before the eye that the cen 
tral letter of the square falls withii 
the blind spot, while the surroundiny; 
eight letters are still visible.

The same per- 
sons, leaders not confined to any ono 
political party, Conservative and 
Liberal alike, are regretful one min- 
ute, rejoicing the next. They rejoice

empire. 

A FINANCIAL STORM. 

Time and again one hears express. 
ed in this city today a sense of relief 
of removal of the stigma which busi- 
ness men feel had been thrown upon 
the probity of the province. Even in 
the clouds of financial adversity now 
hanging over the province, or the 
tinancial storm which has struck it, 
men here are glad to think that, in- 
vestors and believers in the future 
growth and integrity of Alberta are 
to be upheld and cannot be threaten- 
od by provincial legislation in the 
future. 

That a financial storm has swept 
the province cannot any longer he 
denied by the Sifton administration. 


TOTAL [INVOLVED $7,400,000. 


The six million dollars concerned 
in the actual decision readered by 
the privy council is not the whole 
‘mount at stake. It is recalled that 
upon this ultimate decision in the 
toyal bank case rests the decision in 
he cases against the Dominion and 
Cnion banks, in which is deposited 
he remaining $1,400,000 of the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the A. and G. 
V. bonds. So the whole amount lost 
to the general revenue funds of Al- 
serta amounts to $7,400,000.

ENTIRE SUM SPENT. 

The same day that the legislature 
passed the confiscatory act the Sif- 
ton administration procured legisla- 
tive authority to spend that same 
amount, That was on December 16, 
1910. The result is that the entire 
$7,400,000 has been spent long ago 
Outside of that amount the debt of 
the province at the end of 1911 was 
said to be $15,000,000. Nothing deli- 


nite could ever be found out about 
this figure, bnt it was admitted by 
the government.

Mformed circles it is said not to de 
near the total sum. In any event, 
it only indicated the provincial in- 
debtedness at the end of last year. 
What it is today has to be a matter 
of speculation. 


CABINET IS SILENT. 

None of the members of the gov- 
ernment are willing to speak. Neith- 
er is Premier Sifton willing to have 
any substantiation given the figures 
submitted in the budgets and other 
almost incomprchensible financial 
statements issued from time to 
time. The government would not 
favor an independent audit and 
statement of the provincial affairs. 
It is known, however, that he dor- 
rowed * $5,000,000 last year to be 
expended on telephones. But that 
sum had been spent at the time it 
was borrowed. That sum really had 
to mect expenses already incurred. 
At the same time a six-month loan 
of another $5,000,008 was made at 
the extremely high rate of interest 
of 53 per cent. per annum. ‘ This 
would, on the face of matters, ob- 
viously bring the total up to 
$25,000,000. Tt has always been un- 
derstood here that the Sifton ad- 
ministration has been acting upon 
the hypothesis that the A. and G.

“These circumstances,’ said his 
lordship, ‘‘distinguish this case from 
that of the King vs. Lovett where 
the point decided was in reality 
quite .a different one. in the opinion 
of their lordships the effect of the 
provincial statute of 1910, if validly 
jenacted, would have been to preclude 
the Royal Bank from fuifilling ite 
legal ovligations to return their 
money to the bordholders, whose 
right to the return was a:civil right 
which had arisen and remained en- 
foreeable outside the province. 

STATUTE ULTRA VIRES. 

“The statute was on this ground 
beyond the powers of the legislature 
of Alberta inasmuch as what was 
sought and had been enacted = was 
neither confined to property and civil 
rights within the province nor direct- 
ed solely to matters of a merely 
local or private nature within it. 

“Other questions,’ continued the 
lord enancellor, “have been, as al- 
ready stated raised in this appeal as 
to whether the statute of 1910 in- 
fringes the provisions of section 91 
of the British North America act by 
attempting to deal with a question 
relating to banking and by trenching 
on a field already occupied by the 
dom-hion banking act. It was also 
contended that the appropriation of 
deposits to the general revenue of the 
provinee was outside the powers as- 
signed to the provincial legislature 
for raising revenue for provincial 
purposes.

England’s Great Woman Novelist 


Literary prophecies, like boomerangs, should be handled with extreme 


caution—they are so prone to recoil. 


as the greatest woman novelist of her generation. 

She was born in Tasmania in 1851, and when six years old was brought 
by her parents to England. Her father, a college professor, changed his col- 
lege as frequently as his religion; his intense conscientious yearning for abso- 
lute truth whirling him from one faith to another like a cork caught in the 


eddy of a stream, and making him the fit prototype of “Robert Elsmere.” 


When Matthew Arnold affirmed that no 
Arnold could ever write a novel, he did not look sufficiettly far fnto the future 
to set Mrs. Humphry Ward, the daughter of his brother. Thomas, recognized 


At the age of fourteen, when the family migrated to Oxford, she breathed 


the University atmosphere that was joy to her heart. 


She acquired knowl-

were her native tongue, At twenty-one she was married to Thomas Humphry 
“Ward, one of the university dons, whose work as author, editor, critic, has 


given him a place in English literature. 


She was ambitious to write, and her 


earliest efforts were so weighted with learning and research} that they were 
as heavy as dumb-bells and fit only for scholars.to read when they wanted 


to get away from pleasure.

Fort William, Jan. 30.—An impor- 
tant announcement is likely to de 
made in a few days affecting the 
grain business and the farmers of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan.

Mr. Staples, one of the 
grain commissioners, has been very 
active in the matter, and has— im- 
pressed upon the government the: im- 
perative need for immediate action. 
The embargo announced by the C. XN. 
R. a few days ago has helped to 
the elevator situation to a 
point where action is necessary.

In their new call egrd 
they have endeavored to minimize 
this danger by directing special at- 
tention to the fire alarm, No. 50, in 
this way: ‘In case of fire, call 50, 


and stay at the phone to tell the 
Fire Departméent where the fire is.”’ 
We doubt whether any further pre- 
caution can be taken with the pres- 
ent system.

“While Wisconsin is largely an 
agricultural state, the advance in thi 
relative importance of its 
turing industries, as measured by 
value of products. has been marxed 
In 1849 it ranked ‘nineteenth among 
the states in this respect, while fr 
1909 it occupied eighth place. Dur 
ing 1849 the manufacturing industries 
of the state gave employment to an 
average of 6,089 wage earners, repre 
senting 2 per cent. of the total popu- 
lation, as against an average cf 182,585 
wage eurners, or 7.8 per cent. of the 
total population in 1909. During thi- 
period the gross value of products per 
capita of the total population of the 
state increased from $30 to $253. Th 
proportion which the manufactures o: 
Wisconsin represented of the tote! 
value of the products of manufactur. 
ing industries in the United States 
Was nine-tenths of 1 per cent. in 1849 
as against 2.9 per cent. In 1909."

LORD STRATHCONA 


Canadian High Commissioner to London 

In 1838 a young Scotch boy of eighteen, named Donald A. Smith, entered 
the service of the Hudson Bay Co. He had been educated for the Civil Ser- 
vice in India; but the sturdy life of hardship, the rigorous, close, ‘hand-to- 
hand battle with fate, somehow appealed to him more than the easier and 
more enervating life of the Orient. 

For thirteen years he labored on the hard Labrador coast, where the 
climate was inhuman, the monotony insurmountable, the loneliness -appal- 
ling, and promotion seemed slower than the movement of a glacier. But 
young Smith made his record, and in this rough training-school learned self- 
reliance, courage, self-conquest, prudence and shrewdness among the soli- 
tudes, and a sureness of judgment. He learned to conquer obstacles and to 
laugh in triumph at them. In 1869 he had gradually risen to the post of 
resident-governor—the supreme possibility under the Hudson Bay Co. 

When the Federation decided to take over the title of the company, they 
-net an obstacle in the opposition of the Metis, the halfbreeds of the plains, 
who rose in rebellion under the leadership of the fanatic Louis Reil. In this- 
extremity Donald Smith was recognized, and his courage, tact and wisdom 
aided in cutting the Gordian knot of disagreement. He at once became the 
most powerful man of the Northwest, and a year later was elected to the 
House of Commons. Then came the fierce battle against the corruption, 
bribery, and Governmental incompetency in building the great railroad con- 
necting the oceans, and later the organizing of the company, headed by Mr. 
Smith (the future Lord Strathcona) and his co sin, Lord Mount Stephen, 
that built the magnificent railroad on the ruins of the Government’s hopeless 
failure. Lord Strathcona’s financial ability, his organizing power, his genius 
to inspire others to see and to realize his visions, carried the day; and as 
J. J. Hill says, “the one person to whose efforts and confidence in the growth 
of our country, our success in early railroading is due, is Lord Strathcona.” 

He received his first imperial honor in 1886 and in 1897 was raised to 
the peerage. His manifold duties defy cataloguing; as financier, statesman, 
philanthropist, and in various other fields he has been pre-eminent. and-Iike 
all really great men has retained his simplicity through it all. To-day, at 
the age of seventy-five, he is Canadian High Commissioner in London, a most 
exacting position, and his marvelous knowledge of Canadian affairs and hig 
other unique qualities would make it impossible to replace him.

That the evidence is complete there 
seems little doubt.

FREAKS OF THE FILM 


Every one must have noticed that 
in moving pictures the wheels of car- 
tlages or automobiles often seem to 
be turning backward instead of for- 
ward. An authority says:—In taking 
Aa moving picture there are, perhaps, 
sixteen exposures made each second. 
If now the spokes of the wheel of a 
sarriage move with a speed /so that 
the spokes are in the same position 
at each exposure, that wheel will seem 
to stand still in the picture. If the 
whee! is moving slower, then the 
spokes will seem further backward 
j{n the successive views, and the wheel 
will seem to turn backward, while it 
will be seen to turn forward when 
the spokes move fast enough to oc- 
cupy positions further forward in each 
exposure. It is a matter of the in- 
terruption for the exposure and the 
motion of the wheel. If there are 
sixteen exposures and the wheel turns 
through the space bo*ween two spokes 
In onesixteenth of a scesnd, the 
wheel would be in the same position 
at each successive exposure, and so 
would not seem to move at all. 


Farmers’ Association 


The big convention of the United 
Farmers of Alberta came to an end 
Thursday, Jan. 23. There were fire- 
works at the finish. What appeared 
to be a deliberate attempt of the 
Alberta Federation of Labor to cap- 
ture the farmers’ organization mark- 
ed the close of the session. It failed 
after a stormy scene, lasting an 
hour, and the incident has, without 
doubt, put an end for all time to a 
movement begun some time ago 
looking to the affiliation of the two 
organizations. : 

It remained for the last moments 
of the convention to supply the only 
pyrotechnics of any consequence dur- 
ing the entire three days of delibera- 
tioa. The convention had run along 
so smoothly that the almost com- 
plete: harmony of the proceedings ap- 
proached the monotonous, — when, 
without warning, like a bolt from 
the blue, the storm broke, and _ in- 
stantly the convention was in an up- 
rear, while charges of double dealing 
were hurled at the executive of the 
U.F.A. to be answered to the dis- 
comfiture of the accusers. 

LABORITES ACTIVE. 

It appears that tentative overtures 
between the offers of the two = or- 
eanizations which had resulted — in 
the election of two officers of the U. 
VA. to official positions jn the lab- 
or organization, had led) the labor 
leaders to believe that a complete 
affiliation of the two organizations 
was possible and plans to that end 
had apparently been made, as it was 
disclosed that. among others in the 
federation, Clem Stubbs and J. O. 
Jones, president and vice-president, 
respectively, of the United Mine 
Workers, had been in the city all 
week working to this end. 

The attempted coup came after, as 
was supposed, all the importaw 
business of the convention had been 
disposed of and tne delegates were 
looking for adjournment when the 
secretary read a resolution proposiv a 
the amalgamation of the federation 
with the U.FLA.. under the name of 
the former. Thereafter, until the 
delegates rose in their might and re- 


fuscd to listen to further traducing 
of their ottiecrs, but voiced — their 
eonlidence in the executive by pass- 


ing a motion, reasserting their faith 
in the officers, the proceedings were 
of sufficient interest to satisfy the 
most ardent sensationalist, 

DEMURRAGE SETTLEMENT 

The demurrage question which has 
long been one of the vexing problems 
of the farmers, received a thorough 
airing at the morning se-sion, and 
with the assistance of General Grain 
Agent Acheson, of the C.P.R., an 
understanding was arrived at 

Thursday was devoted to the con- 
sideration of resolutions, many — of 
which were consigned to the waste 
basket, particularly if it) was any- 
thing in the nature of — frivolous, 
while many matters of importance 
large enough to go beyond the inter- 
ests of the farmers alone received the 
sanction of the convention. 

DOWN WITH LIQUOR. 

Important amare the resolutions 
adopted was a declaration for the 
complete prohibition of the liquor 
traffie, and until that can be hoped 
for, support of all movements to- 
ward local option. 

Another dealt: with extending bet- 
ter educational facilities to rural 
communities. It advocates the es- 
tablishment of what are known as 
consolidated schools, where a number 
of school districts may unite and es- 
tablish one sehool for all, thus per- 
mitting of the maintaining of a bet- 
ter school in which the higher grad- 
es, now not available to the children 
of country districts may be taught. 

Other resolutions adopted pledged 
the farmers to the support of organ- 
ized labor in their efforts to better 
their condition and demsnd_ legisla- 
tion to put into effect a reciprocal 
demurraze schense which will put the 
shipper more nearly on an equal 


basis with the railroads than now.

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University Extension 
Lecture on Geology 


(Continued from page 1) 

third and most ,recent geological 
period, the Neocene, and showed slid- 
es representing the flora and fauna 
of the earlier Tertiary sub-period. 
The Mammals now begin their reign, 
with true birds, the earliest of which 
were waders. And ‘slides were shown 
depicting the elephant-like Dinother- 
ium, the Mastodon of the Yukon and 
the first of the Horse species—the 
Eohippus. 

He referred to the common mis- 
take in regarding the whale as a fish, 
and pointed out the resemblance it 
bears to a cow, and of its flappers 
to the human hand. 

With the Pleistocene period the 
Arctic ice began to move south- 
wards, bringing the glacial era, when 
‘Arctic conditions prevailed, far south 
and Arctic animals became preva- 
lent, as their remains ate © still 
found almost ‘‘Way down south in 
Dixie." Pictures of the Mammoth, 
the Musk Ox, and the Megatherium, 
or Giant Sloth, were thrown on the 
sereen, and the lecturer told how a 
specimen of the Mammoth, complete 
in the flesh, was comparatively re- 
cently found in Siberia, preserved for 
at least some few thousand years in 
a glacier. And we may add that the 
natives who found it had eaten part 
of it, and used some of its skin and 
hair for leather, before the report 
of the discovery became known and 
the remains rescued for science. 

A number of beautiful views — of 
Rocky Mountain scenery, illustrating 
erosion and photos of glaciers, rem- 
nants of the ice fields that formerly 
covered our province, followed by 
two photographs of Lord Kelvin and 
Charles Darwin,, finished a most  in- 
teresting and illuminating series, and 
the lecturer closed with a brief refer- 
ence to the earliest known traces of 
man in geological times—the Pithe- 
canthropas and the Neanderthal 
Skull. 

Mr. Simpson fittingly commented 
on the lecture, and the applause 
which marked the vote of thanks 
showed that the audience, young as 
well as old, had greatly appreciated 
and enjoyed it. 

Prof. Allen, in responding, pointed 
out how necessarily cursory and 
sketchy the address had been, owing 
to the tremendous extent of the sub- 
ject.
